Carrigan 


Pleads for 


Financial Aid ..

From his cell in Fulton Tower 
where he is being-hetd-under-sen- 
tence of death in the electric chair, 
John Patrick /Carrigan yesterday 
appealed for/aid in proving he did 
not murder“Mrs. Beatrice Samples. 
He was convicted of murder at a 
recent session of Fulton Court. 

He made his appeal through a 
Constitution reporter he asked to 
see. 

“The papers built me up as a 
gangster with a lot of money,” 
said the 29 year-old prisoner. “I 
am penniless, with a wife who is 
pregnant, and two children. The 
Court had to appoint lawyers to 
defend me and I would be grate- 
ful if someone interested in estab- 
lishing the truth wowd help me 
with money.” 

Carrigan expressed regret over 
his outburst against a witness and 
the prosecutor which he thinks 
may have influenced members of 
the jury against him. The witness 
was J. F. Spires, a member of the 
Grand Jufy which indicted him, 
who testified Carrigan told him 
two differing versions of Mrs. 
Samples’ death. 

“Mr. Spires quoted me as saying 
I killed Mrs. Samples and she 
needed it,” he Said. “I did tell him 
I killed her accidentally. I think 
he may have confused my sstate- 
ment with one to the same effect 
made by another prisoner under 
death sentence. Two other Grand 
Jurors were present when I talked 
to Mr. Spires. Other prisoners tell 
me they heard another man con- 
victed of murder telling him his 
victim deserved to be killed.” 

B. E. Rogers, a cellmate of Car- 


rigan’s, said he overheard the oth-

Spires. 

Carrigan also denied the pistol 
used in evidence was the one 
which killed Mrs. Samples. 

“I threw it in the river. It was 
a .32 blue steel, snub-nosed Colt. 
I had once owned the pistol they 
put in evidence but had given it 
to a Chattanooga boy several days 
before Mrs. Samples was shot.” 

Carrigan’s story of the killing 
was that, during a friendly conver- 
sation, Mrs. Samples suddenly got 
up from the sofa, took his pistol, 


emptied out the shelis, pointed it: 


at him playfully, and pulled the 
trigger. He said she handed him 
the pistol with the remark, “Now 
you shoot me.” 

“I thought all the shells had 
been unloaded and pulled the trig- 
ger and the pistol fired. I had no 
intention of killing her.”

The State Board of Pardons and Pa- 
roles is doing an excellent job. 

That conviction is substantiated bv the 
fact that, within the week, it has been 
accused: 

1. Of being too lenient. 

2. Of being too strict. 

The attempt to eliminate Georgia's 
long-notorious pardon racket by the in- 
stallation of an autonomous, nonpolitical 
Parole Board is one of too few reforms 
which have been effected in this State. 

Over the seven-year period that the 
parole prerogative has been vested in a 
commission headed by competent career- 
man Ed Everett, Georgia has had one of 
the outstanding records of parole success 
in the nation. Because of the care with 
which the Parole Board considers cases 
—and under the new system every prison- 
er’s case is automatically reviewed period- 
ically—less than five percent of the pa- 
roles granted are violated. This is in com- 
mendable contrast to the national average 
which annually runs between 10 and 15 
percent. 

We completely agree with the Fulton 
County Grand Jury that the present pa- 


role setup in Georgia is a liberal one. 

It should be. 

We agree that it could, be abused. 

But the point is that it is not being 
abused. 

Admittedly, as the Grand Jury’s rec- 
ommendations point out, the present law 
authorizes the Board to parole a man im- 
mediately after he is sentenced. But the 
Board isn’t doing that. It has a rule that 
a man must have served at least one 
third of his minimum sentence before he 
is considered for parole. Last year there 
were only 52 exceptions to that rule. Thus 
far this year there have been only 22. In 
every instance, the reason for making an 
exception to the rule is placed on file 
with the records in the case... ALL OF 
WHICH ARE OPEN TO THE PRESS 
AND PUBLIC. 

We believe in clemency and the re- 
habilitation, wherever possible, of crim- 
inal offenders. 

We believe in giving the Parole Board 
complete authority to do the job. 

Certainly there is nothing in its record 
for the past seven years to indicate thal 
it has abused its power.

A little boy, with that incredible, inexplicable liking for comics 
and cartoons, who, of course, cannot read at 4!2 years, asked why 
the women wore the veils. CaS 
I dared not go into the Moslem religion and customs, which re- 
quired women to cover their faces. To do so would have led to 
all sorts of questions. I explained they wanted to wear them. He 
promptly wanted to know why they wanted to do so. I explained 
it was one of the eternal feminine mysteries. “No one makes your 
mama put lipstick on,” I said. “No one makes women put paint 
on their faces. They do it because they want to. The Moslem 
women want to wear veils.” 


This satisfied him, but it set me thinking back to Cairo. 


: : I was at a tea at the University of Cairo, which 
University is a part of the mosque of El Azhar. About 6,000 
Students attend. At the tea I met a number of students and made 
a short talk to them. The young ladies, of course, wore no veils. 
The emancipated Egyptian women, like those of some other Arab 
lands, have long ago put away the veil and are as modern and 
chic, as they say, as our own. 

There were two girls there, of about 19, who had brougnt along 
some of their news stories for me to read. I sat and taiked with 
them a good half hour. They were attractive, intelligent girls with 
a great interest in politics and international- affairs. Both were 
intensely nationalistic, but seemingly shy and certainly well-man- 
nered. 

Their mothers had worn the veil as girls and voung ladies, but 
had discarded it in Jater life. They were militant feminists and 
argued equal rights for, women. 

It was a pleasant affernoon. 


’ stain, § It was the next afternoon that I was trudging 
‘Down Britain down Suliman Pasha, that I heard the com- 
ing of what sounded like a riot. 

In a sense it was. It was a student demonstration against the 
government because of its policy with Great Britain. Soldiers ar- 
rived at side streets in trucks, with machine guns mounted. Police, 
with their old carbines. came trotting up. 

The crowd came on. The core of it was about 1,000 students, 
But walking along with it were beggars, camel drivers, newspaper 
vendors and) many of the poor, bearaggled persons one sees on 
any street in the Middle Eastern cities. 

The students were carrying on their shoulders three cheer- 
leaders. Passionately, with much hoarse shouting and arm-waving, 
they came striding along, shouting in unison: 

“Britain down! Britain go! Yahhhhh. Yahhhhh.” 


It was a torrent of sound and the characters walking along with 
them added to it with their own yells as they went hopping along, 
caught up with the emotions of it. 

I watched, trusting I would not be taken for a Briton and 
stormed, as it were. Suddenly my eye caught my two young 
ladies of the day before. Their faces were lit and the hair of 
their hatless heads was somewhat disheveled by their marching, 
shouting and waving. They never saw me, 

Soon the crowd passed on, the trucks with soldiers moved on 
by side streets to take up positions ahead of the demonstration, 
the police returned to their positions, and life in the street went 
back to normal. 


Politics I fell to thinking. It was Kemal Attaturk who ordered 

the veil and the fez to be removed in Turkey, after 
World War I, and who had the power to make the order stick. 
The Shah of Iran followed in the early twenties with less success.

Welfare Payments in DeKalb 


The DeKalb County Grand Jury prop-. 


erly is shocked at finding that welfare 
payments in that county this year will 
equal the total taxes paid by its citizens. 

The anomaly of growing relief rolls in 
a period of great prosperity and practically 
full employment is a cause for concern 
everywhere. It is a situation not peculiar 
to DeKalb, but, rather, one that is be- 
coming common in a lengthening list of 
States, cities and counties. 

Because of the three-way contributions 
—State, Federal and local—the cost of wel- 
fare payments is not often singled out, as 
the DeKalb Grand Jury so admirably has 
done. In DeKalb’s case, the county con- 
tributes only about $50,000 annually but 
the total expénditure runs to $1,000,000. 

One of the major causes of this increas- 
ing expense is old-age assistance, as dis- 
tinguished from social security pensions.

The number of people over 65 is growing 
fast and at the same time elderly people, 
even those in the neighborhood of 50, are 
finding it more and more difficult to ob- 
tain jobs. Employers who have pension 
systems are loath to hire those who can 
be expected to work only a few years be- 
fore becoming eligible for pensions. 

Many fear, though, that much of the 
vast increase in welfare payments is due 
to a growing tendency to lean upon the 
Government. | 

Certainly there is little justification for 
the relief burden to become so heavy as 
to cost as much as all the other services 
of a government combined. 

The DeKalb Grand Jury's findings 
ought to stir similar investigations in other 
counties throughout Georgia and the na- 
tion. More important, they ought to start 
serious search for a remedy. 


A Plan To Dispose of Farm Surpluses 


WASHINGTON—Former Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau has come forward with a 
proposal for dealing with our growing surplus of farm commodities that commends itself to the seri- 


ous consideration of Congress. 

Under the stimulation of Government price 
supports the farmers have been producing bump- 
er crops in recent years. Large surpluses of 
many commodities have been the result. To pre- 
vent prices from being depressed the Commodity 
Credit Corporation, a United States Government 
agency, takes large amounts of farm products out 
of the consumer market either through crop loans 
or direct purchases from the farmers at fixed 
parity levels. 


To show the magnitude of the problem 
as it is developing. it is currently costing the 
Government some $237,000 a day just. for 
storage and carrying charges on the surplus 
commodities held. Few people realize the 
scope of the operations. m 


As of the middle of October, for example, the 
Government was holding in warehouses 190,600.- 
000 bushels of wheat, valued at more than $451,- 
080,000. Cotton was held to the extent of 3,793.- 
561 bales, costing some $603,341,000. Likewise 
there were 75,000,000 bushels of corn, worth $132.- 
000,000; dried eggs in the amount of 63,558,000 
pounds, costing $84,786,000; butter aggregating 
87,378,000 pounds, valued at $55,048,000. Any 
number of other items are on the list. 

The total value of the farm products held 
comes to $1,809,303,901, as of the middle of last 
month. With further bumper corn and cotton 
crops this year, the amount of the Government 
holdings may be expected to increase consider- 
ably before the marketing season is over. It has 
become a probtem to find warehouse facilities 
for storing the huge surplus. In the meantime, 
the Government is paying out storage and carry- 
ing charges at the rate of $237,000 a day. 

What to do with our farm commodity surplus 
has been a problem ever since the Government 
embarked on the present price support program. 
We cannot sell it to foreign countries chiefly for 
the reason that they do not have the dollars 
with which to pay, though we have been able 
to dispose of a part of it under the operations 
of the Marshall Plan. 


The paradox of the situation is that while we 
have been accumulating huge surpluses here 


many peoples of other sections of the world have 
— going hungry for lack of adequate food sup- 
plies. 

Secretary Morgenthau cites these conditions in 
proposing that we get rid of our surplus by dis- 
tributing it free to the undernourished and needy 
people of the world. He reminds that the heart 
of our foreign policy as laid down by the late 
President Roosevelt is made up of the Four Free- 
doms, the fourth of which is the “Freedom From 
Want.” 

To adopt a program of the kind, he believes, 
would go a long way in ridding the world of 
the menace of Communism. People who are well 
fed are less susceptible to the temptations of 
dictatorships. It would remove from our capi- 
talistic system some of the charges of greed con- 
stantly hurled by the Communists. It would be 
a humanitarian gesture in keeping with our tra- 
Quuuons. 

Besides, it would. serve the purpose intenced 
by Congress in setting up the program for re- 
heving the market of surplus farm products. 


According to Mr. Morgenthau. Congress 
at the last session moved in the direction of 
his proposal by giving the Department of 
Agriculture greater leeway in disposing of 
our farm surplus. Provision was made for 
distributing a part of it, mostly the perish- 
ables, te our own people. But it is did not 
go far enough. 


_ The instrument should be provided for mak- 
ing it possible to dispose of by far the greater 
part of our annual surplus, keeping only enough 
to protect us against the lean years: that may 
come. Under some circumstances, we might 
arrange for a system of exchanging food sup- 
plies to other countries for their own products 
of which there might be a surplus. 

The thing of it is that it accomplishes noth. 
ing to have these farm surpluses accumulating. 
as they promise to do, when other nations need 
and want them. And more particularly is that 
true when it is costing us huge sums for the 
mere storage of .the surplus. It is a problem 
which Congress might well apply itself to when 
the new session in January.

Have We Underestimated Russia? 


WASHINGTON — Although President Truman has made no 
formal announcement on the subject, another fact about Soviet 
military development is almost as significant as the explosion of 
the Beria bomb. In brief, the intelligence services of the Western 
powers have now proved to be just as wrong about other Russian 
technical capabilities, as they were about the time schedule of the 
Russian atomic energy program. 

This means, very simply, that the remaining grounds for 
Western complacency are going the same way as the American 
“atomic monopoly.” 


Air In 1945, the Soviets had no strategic aviation. Their 

fighter aviation was so primitive that even their best inter- 
cepto s+ were not equipped with oxygen apparatus. They had no 
adequate radar warning net to protect their cities and industries 
from hostile air attack. And their war-damaged steel industry had 
a maximum capacity of not more than 18,000,000 tons per annum. 


These facts, in and of themselves, for a long time constituted a 
sufficient answer to those who asked why the Kremlin, if bent upon 
aggression, did not use its great armies immediately. Even the 
confused demobilization of the West, in 1945 and 1946, did not 
deprive America and Britain of the capability of strategic air attack 
on Russia. The Soviet Union then lacked even a partial defense 
against such attack, which meant that every Russian vital center 
was then totally exposed to the atomic bomb. 

Furthermore, the extremely limited Soviet steel output (only 
about a fifth of the American capacity) meant that the Kremlin 
also lacked the capability of sustaining a war of any duration. 
Thus the Soviet war-planners for a long time faced several other 
problems every bit as basic as the problem of atomic development. 
And the very multiplicity of these Russian problems gave a strong 
but false sense of security, even to the minority of experts who 
predicted that the Soviets would rather rapidly devise atomic 


weapons. 


Sate It is part of the record how the underestimate 
P redictions of Russian technical capabilities influenced fore- 
casting in the atomic field. The abJe director of the British atomic 
energy program, Sir Henry Tizard, set the date for the first Beria 
bomb in 1957 or 1958. Dates as late as 1962 were privately de- 
scribed as “realistic” in the highest quarters of our own Atomic 
Energy Commission, although the Commission thought it wiser to 
predict the worst for official purposes. And the worst that was 
predicted, by the experts who were most nearly right, was the 
explosion of the Beria bomb in 1952, three years from now. 

Furthermore, the same men who insisted on the validity of this 
1952 date, also reassuringly insisted that the Kremlin did not have 
the material resources, trained technicians and competent scientists 
to solve all its other problems at the same time. 

The butter, it was said, could not be spread so thin. 

Such other problems as devising an air defense and increasing 
steel output would not be solved. And even after the Soviets had 
an atomic bomb of their own, their military organization would st!!! 
remain’ hopelessly vulnerable in other ways. It is this forecast 
which is now proving incorrect. 


Advances It is well known, of course, that the Soviets have 
remedied their deficiency in strategic aviation by 
copying captured American B-29s. : : 

While obsolete, these aircraft will be quite good enough for 
Soviet purposes, so long as Western Europe is deprived of air de- 
fense. In addition, as is much less well known, intelligence assess- 
ments of the new Yak and Lacovin fighter aircraft have shown 
these Russian interceptors to be quite as good as any fighters in the 
West. Quantity production of the new Soviet jet fighters is re- 
ported to have been begun already, which is more than can be said 
of the competing British and American designs. 

In the field of stecl production, the Soviet effort is also on the 
upgrade. Capacity is already believed to have passed 20,000,000 
tons annually. The Germans started World War II with an 
annual steel output under 30,000,000 tons. The Soviets are ex- 
pected to reach a steel capacity of 35,000,000 tons in 1955. 

In short, every gap is being rapidly filled, except in the elec- 
tronic field. Offers by Soviet purchasing agents to such firms as 
Phillips-Eindhoven in Holland show that Russia is still very short 
on radar vacuum tubes. American reconnaisance aircraft around 
Russia's borders have not yet picked up the radar impulses that 
signify the existence of a strong warning net. Yet here tvo, recent 
intelligence suggests that great progress is just now beginning.

WASHINGTON—The American taxpayer is becoming a figure of consequence 
in the European recovery problem. His squirming under the continuing burden 
of Marshall Plan economic aid is an increasingly disturbing political factor, as 
Was manifest in the growing restlessness and resistance in the last session of Con- 


gress among his representatives in. House and Senate. 


It has not yet reached 


the point of isolationism as we think of that term. But it could become the germ of isolationism. 
Our top Officials are conscious of that. That, of course, we can’t have. For our national security 
and continued well-being, as well as that of the rest of the world, depend upon a healthy Europe, 
able to support herselfvand to continue as a barrier against Communism. And our continued help 


is needed for that. 


This is what has sent Paul G. Hoffman, 
ECA Administrator, off posthaste to Europe 
on his new mission. He is perhaps more 
aware of the rising discontent in Congress 
than anyone else since he sat figuratively in 
the outer rooms of Congress constantly, hat 
in hand, so to speak. 


While there has been marked recovery in 

~ Europe, in which our financial aid has played a 

large part, the Western European nations still 

have not done the one thing that is absolutely 

essential if they are to become really self-sup- 
porting. 

This is to break down the trade barriers, quota 
arrangements, e e restrictions and the like 
which they persist in among themselves, which 
not only stifle trade with each other but, by 
keeping up prices on an artificial basis, obstruct 
their trade with the outside world. 

What Mr. Hoffman is seeking again, as he has 
for some time, is elimination of these special 
arrangements among nations so that trade can 
flow freely all over Europe. Europe thus could 
become a single economic unit. 

It is a complex problem because of trade tra- 
ditions and nationalistic feelings and prejudices, 
but it can be just as simple as we made it in this 
country Over 150 years ago. Our states had sim- 
ilar restrictions and arrangements against, and 
with, each other. We got rid of them and created 
one great pool of production and trade. The 
object now is to transform Western Europe into a 
single market for 240,000,000 people, just as we 
have a similar single market here for 150,000,000 
Peopie. 

It is not generally known here how little Euro- 
pean nations have done about eliminating artifi- 
cial restrictions that were so prevalent before the 
war. They are still numerous and complex. 
Among other things, nations in the European

recovery program still are involved in between 
300 and 500 bilateral trade agreements among 
themselves and with non-European nations. This 
means that they — special arrangements re- 
lating to certain commodities that admit some 
nations and bar others so there is no freedom 
of trade. 


The monopolies in basic commodities which 
we know as cartels still thrive—in coal, steel, 
petroleum, chemicals, textiles, certain ores and 
capital equipment. It is the same old pattern 
that we saw in the prewar German and other 
cartels. Through this system Germany was able 
to build up the industrial power which she un- 
leashed in war, so that this cartel, monopoly 
system is dangerous beyond the otherwise harm- 
ful effect in stifling trade. This goes on despite 
anti-cartel clauses in all ECA treaties. 


Great Britain and our own Administration 
in Germany are party to this trade-restricting 
practice as regards coal and coke. England 
sells for less to her own manufacturers than 
te other nations, and likewise our Adminis- 
tration in Germany makes a lower price te 
German manufacturers than to other nations. 
This results in a curious paradox, which is 
that Italy and France are buying great quan- 
tities of coal in the United States because 
they can get it cheaper than from England 
and Germany, literally their neighbors. 


Unless Western European nations will do the 
simple thing that we did over 150 years ago 
and do awWa&y with these special arrangements that 
stifle trade, they will find it increasingly difficult 
to win support in the United States for continued 
economic aid at the expense of the American 
taxpayer. 

_ Mr. Hoffman, who knows how true this is, 
is taking that word to our Western European 
friends and allies.

For newspapers, photos of 
cats. Robert L. Kendell, the greatest friend the 
cat ever had, in others words, is on the job. He 
loyes cats. He has dedicated his life to their 
happiness. For 35,000 cats so far he has provided 
cream and catnip. But that barely scratches the 
surface. 


In America today there are 21,000,000 
cats, including a yellow-eyed, long-clawed 
beast that amuses itself on my back porch 
snarling at me. Ten million five hundred - 
thousand of these cats have good homes. The 
rest don’t know where the next meal is com- 
ing from. If,they were organized, they could 
cause trouble. 


The golden age of the cat was 3,400 years ago 
in Egypt. Since then there have sprung up occa- 


sional peculiar people, like me, who can get along’ 


without cats. Aelurophobia is the word for cat 
hating. For cat haters Kendell has only pity. 

Men who favored felines killed each other 
fighting for possession of the boatloads of cats 
hauled around the Horn during the California 
gold rush one century ago. The Federal Gov- 
ernment appropriates funds for the care of its 
cats. A cat never needs a bath. 

Cats need plenty of meat, fish, milk, and 
fresh drinking water. So fortified they do great 
damage to mice.

It is too busy sneer- 
ing at me. 

Each cat has a personality of its own. Ken- 
dell admires alleys as much as Persians and gives 
same the softest chairs in his house.

It is a libel to say that cats 
kill birds. They only do that when there is a 
shortage of mice. 

Kendell’s greatest campaign of 1949 was 
against the bill in the Illinois Legislature which 
would have forced all cats to be led on leashes. 
The lawgivers ignored the crusaders of the cat 
and passed the bill, anyhow. Kendell called it 
the Mickey Mouse Bill. Then Gov. Adlai Steven- 
son, a feline fancier, vetoed it. Kendell sent him 
a gold medal and a citation headed: Help Save 
America’s Cats. 


During the blitz of London, thousands of 
cats lost all nine of their lives. The re- 
sultant rats were something awful. Cats ap- 
peal mostly to home-loving people. Full- 
grown cats do not adjust themselves readily 
to new surroundings. Perhaps that is what 
is wrong with mine. It is better to start 
with a kitten. 


For these and other interesting facts about 
cats I am indebted to Kendell. He is President 
of the American Feline Society. This is the great- 
est organiation devoted to cats ‘in the world. It 
has branches in 41 States, Canada, Costa Rica 
and Switzerland. ’

wants a lazy cat with a cantankerous disposition 
and a soprano how!

The Other Side of the Story 


NEW YORK—Having given some publicity to a book purporting to be a truthful but “unauthor- 
ized” biography of John L. Lewis by one Saul Alinsky, I feel a duty to report that a distinguished 
citizen who was held up to scorn and shame in one of its important episodes has informed me that 


particular portion of the book is a lie. 


The subject is H. T. Keller, of Detroit, the 
President of Chrysler Corporation. Mr. Keller had 
no desire to wage controversy with Alinsky, 
whose publicity blurbs, distributed by a pub- 
lishing house of confused or complex identity, 
frankly boast that he has been called a “red.” 
But he consented to the publication of that por- 
tion of his answering letter which throws at 
Alinsky a charge of falsehood and flagrant vio- 
Jation of the basic journalistic practice of con- 
sulting the person who is to be put in the Stocks. 
The publishers style themselves “G. P. Putnam's 
Sons, including the publications of Minton, Balch 
and Company.” Their publicity methods are 
sensational. 


In the Keller episode Alinsky writes that John 
L. Lewis threatened to slug Keller in the face 
and that Keller acted the coward. This episode 
follows right after the dramatic, but not neces- 
sarily true, version of the scene In which Gov. 
Frank Murphy, of Michigan, later a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, now dead, abdicated his powers, 
betrayed his trust and bowed to the criminal 
CIO insurrection at the Chevrolet plant of Gen- 
eral Motors in Flint, Mich. 


Considering the fact that Lewis never 
breathed them while Murphy lived, know- 
ing something of the vanity and selfishness 
of Lewis and in view of Keller's accusation 
against Alinsky, we should not accept the 
details of this scene of abject cowardice. 


Having disposed of General Motors, Alinsky 
tells us that the CIO moved against Chrysler 
with a sitdown strike. He fairly depicts the late 
Walter P. Chrysler as a warm-hearted and hu- 
mane man beloved of the workers, but describes

“Keller sat sneering across the table,” Alin- 
sky says, “disdainfully looking beyond Lewis 
and his cohorts with cold arrogance. His insult- 
ing stares infuriated CIO leaders. Finally Lewis 


decided to break dowry Keller.” 


The next day “everyone was acutely uncom- 
fortable and conscious of the frozen aloofness of 
grimaces beginning to tell on 

the nerves of Pressman and Frankensteen as they

kept stealing glances at their impassive chief. 
The hours went by, with Lewis sitting in com- 
plete silence. To Lewis and his associates, Kel- 
ler’s face began to symbolize the attitudes and 
position of a giant corporation toward its em- 
ployees. Suddenly, Keller broke his silence. 
Turning to Lewis with a sneer in his voice he 
said, ‘Mr. Lewis, you haven’t said a word about 
this situation. Do you happen to have any com- 
ment or contribution?” 


“Lewis slowly rose to his feet and with a 
murderous stare at Keller softly replied, ‘Yes, Mr. 
Keller, yes I have. I am 90 percent of mind to 
come around this table right now and with one 
fell swoop wipe that damn sneer right off your 
face.’”’ 


Alinsky says Keller came around the table 
toward Lewis, put his arm around his shoulder 
and said: “I'm really not as bad as you make me 
out to be, Mr. Lewis. Believe me, I’m not as 
bad as that.” 


Lewis turned and “with complete dignity,” 
told Keller that, in the heat of controversy, one 
was bound to be indiscreet. Alinsky says Kel- 
ler’s resistance cracked with this episode. 


I promptly asked Keller, in writing, whether 
this was true and, very important, too, whether 
this great reporter so often called a “red” had 
asked for his version. 

He replied in writing: “I do not know Mr. 
Alinsky. I have never met him. I have never 
had any communication from him on any sub- 


ject. 


“No such incident as is cited in the quota- 
tion in your letter took place. The report 
is false. None of my six associates who were 
with Mr. Chrysler and me at Lansing dur- 
ing the conferences with Mr. Lewis recalls 
such a thing. If such an incident had oc- 
curred all of us who were there would have 
known about it because every morning, noon 
and night we were together and we all dis- 
cussed what occurred in the conferences 
themselves. 


“As a matter of fact, nothing occurred on a 
personality level that was at all unusual in such 
conferences or that would give any substance to 
the report you quote from Mr. Alinsky’s book.” 

Mr. Keller added that, unlike General Mo- 
tors, which was tricked into a compromise while 
its works were “occupied” by the Communist 
insurrection, he refused for five weeks to see 
Lewis. He didn’t begin the consultations until 
the goons were withdrawn. 

“You may say also,” he said, by telephone. 
supplementing his letter, “that John L. Lewis 
never went back on any contract with us.” 

In view of my own detailed knowledge of 
the facts of that tragic, pivotal, historic time, 
I have to conclude that Alinsky is a pleader and 
propagandist and not a historian.

PARIS—In its first phase, the Marshall Plan has been an ob-

But Paul G. Hoffman, its Ameri- 


can manager, is making it plain to Europe’s top economic minis- 
ters here that the whole scheme can fail of its purpose, and the 
great gains to date can be lost, if the right things are not done now. 


Evidence of what goods and

i2lped the Europeans to achieve 
are everywhere. 

In less than tWo years a

a pace 15 percent faster than 
before the war. 

Near-starvation has been re- 
placed by a standard of diet on 
which people can work and sus- 
tain high production.

of Europe’s economy, however, 
is not even a problem any more. 


Communism has not only 
been checked, but decisively 
thrown back. 

It is a dwindling cause in 
France. It is no factor in Eng- 
land. It was defeated in Italy. 
In the recent German elections, 
not a single Communist as 
elected directly by winning a 
majority of the votes in his dis- 
trict. (Fifteen will sit, under the 
system of proportional party 
representation.) The head of the 
Communist Party in Western 
Germany ran third in Dortmund, 
an industrial city in the heart 
of the Ruhr. 


No responsible, informed Eu- 
ropean thinks any of _ these 
things would have been possible 
without the fTarshall Plan.

The average European of in- 
fluence is control-minded and 
cartel-minded. He runs away 
from competition like the bu- 
bonic plague. 


HOFFMAN believes that real 
integration of Europe’s economy, 
with every possible barrier torn 
away, with convertible currency 
and the large market opportuni- 
ties which made possible the 
growth of America’s great pro- 
ductive power—that this would 
reinvigorate the continent, raise 
its standard of life, bury the 
threat of Communism and give 
the United States what it is real- 
ly trying to buy with its billions: 
a strong force for world peace.

It is, in effect, says one cor- 
respondent, a case of the Gov- 
ernment competing with the 
housewife. If it were not buy- 
ing up eggs, for example, the 
housewife in the East would be 
paying about 60 cents per dozen 
for eggs, instead of 80 cents. If 
the Government were not sup- 


9 porting the price of butter, the 


housewife might be paying 50 
cents a pound instead of 70 
cents, and more. 

Price support is a big busi- 
ness, the biggest business it has 
ever been, and due to be even 
bigger. 

True, al] the money poured 
into price support does not rep- 
resent a total loss to the Gov- 
ernment. Much of it comes back 
as crops and foods are resold 
sooner or later. The actual loss 
in spoilage is said to be compar: 
atively small when the final ac 
counting is made. 

It is a fact, however, that 
these expenditures prevent food 
prices from dropping to a lower 
level, as they would if they were 
not supported by the Govern- 
ment, or by the’ high rate of 
parity.

Sponsored jointly by the Geor- 
gia Department of Public Health, 
Emory University School of Medi- 
cine and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
to the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety, the hemoglobin tests are 
given along with a written sum- 
mary of “food helps for anemia.” 

Hemoglobin, defined as the red 
coloring matter of the blood which 
carries oxygen to all parts of the 
body, can determine whether you 
feel “peppy or tired,” the bulle- 
tin reports. 

Foods listed as best for “build- 
ing up hemoglobin levels” are liv- 
er, lean meats, eggs, green vege- 
tables, dried beans and peas, pea- 
nuts, enriched bread, cereal, grits, 
oatmeal, dark syrup or molasses 
and apricots.

No ‘Letter-Head’ 
Women Wanted

Fleet, sweet, neat and as steady as if 
she’d married the work . .. that’s the per- 
fect volunteer. 

But even in the city as large as Atlanta she is so scarce 
that social agencies guard their favorite workers jealously, 
hiding them away from the blandishments of other organi- 
zations and cherishing them so much that when they go to 
sleep and dream, they picture volunteers instead of angels. 

You see, every agency in the city needs volunteers, and their 
types are as varied as the institutions who need them. 

Mrs. Victor Shaw, Chairman of the Citizens’ Participation Com- 
mittee of the Community Chests and Councils of America, last week 
spoke to the Georgia Citizens’ Council and the Child Welfare 
Association, characterizing the ideal woman with time on her hands 
and compassion in her heart. 

“We do not want the letter-head citizens,” she said. “You 
know, the prestige sharers, who are willing to give their 
names but not their service, nor do we want the vague bum- 
bling type who means well but is all thumbs, personality in- 
cluded. Let us not have the prototype of the ward-heeler, 
building a little social working empire with small favors. 
nor the sentimental nitwit, nor yet the busybody who hasn’t 
a fact in her head. 

“Let us reach out for the woman who feels her life at 
home is too small for her whole energy, who needs creative 
opportunity, a chance to expand and serve. Then let us de- 
velop her into the kind of worker who knows the organiza- 
tion she is serving, believes in it, and will stay with it.” 

Mrs. Shaw echoed what many have remarked in Atlanta... 
that the most capable women have spread themselves too thin 
with responsibility, find their days split into so many segments 
that each part is almost useless. 

The city rejected an opportunity to have a central volunteer 
bureau, where women with a desire to share their talents could 
be assigned to the work of their choice, when the Civilian Defense 
office was closed. At that time the valuable records of willing 
workers was offered to the Community Planning Council for a 
Volunteer Bureau, but a canvass of agencies here disclosed only 
one of them interested in “sharing.” ‘ 

The answer was that most agencies believed their own aides 
understood their goals and methods better than indiscriminate 
workers would understand them, and they did not wish to under- 
take a change. 

They may still feel the same way. but there is certain merit in 
the central bureau idea as it has been worked out in other cities. 

Meantime, the leader of one busy organiation has expressed 
her attitude toward volunteers this way: 

“I think every woman ought to do like she did in college .. . 
select a major and a minor, and refuse to go beyond the confines 
of those selections. That way she would really be useful to the 
organizations of her choice.”

With the dog on this kind of 
scientific feeding program, the 
child will soon see results. His 
pet will be healthy, keen-eyed, 
have a good ceat of glossy hair 
and plenty of vim and vigor. 
“Seeing is believing,” Dr. How- 
ard said, “and then’s the time 
to start talking proper foods for 
the youngster himself.”

Off hand, the fellows from the men’s wear departments 
can think of nothing more unfashinable or downright dis- 
tasteful than a gaping topcoat, unless... 

It happens to be one that doesn’t fit—for which there is 


absolutely no excuse today. 

Because if you bought the right size in the beginning, 
which should correspond exactly to the size of your suit, 
there is no reason why your topcoat shouldn’t fit comfort- 
ably and button easily, without binding across the chest or 
buckling ever. or under the rear view. 

“In the beginning,” however, does not refer to the topcoat you 
bought six, eight or ten years ago, which, by today’s standards, 
is not only fashionably obsolete, but has, in all probability, also 
lost its shape, any number of sets of buttons, its original color and, 
if you have put on any weight, is straining at the side seams. 

It is also, doubtless, too short and, indubitably, too straight. 

Men’s topcoats are in general much fuller this year, slight- 
ly larger according to each size classification and longer. 
Although there is no set rule for the length of an overcoat, the 

best authorities today say they should reach'just below the bend 
of the knee. ’ 

There is also an unmistakable trend toward lighter shades, such 
as green (which would have been hooted at from both sides of the 
counter a few years ago) and teal blue.

The newest topcoat this year 
is the Chester type coat with 
belted back which comes with 
either polo cloth, camel’s hair 
or cashmere weave and goes par- 
ticularly well with tweeds or 
sport clothes.
